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Can  we  say  it  was  the  desire  for  gold  that  guided  the  helms  of  the  Two  Brothers, 
Liberty,  Good  Friends,  and  other  Girard  sailing  yessels  into  all  the  ports  around  the 
the  globe?  Base  ingratitude,  were  one  to  say  so!  But  what  was  the  aim  for 
which  those  stout  ships  of  Stephen  Girard  did  traverse  the  seven  seas  amidst  grave 
perils?  What  purpose  but  service?  His  revenue  from  those  ships  of  trade 
enabled  him  to  fight  the  dread  Yellow  Fever  Epidemic  in  1793,  to  stabilize  the  almost 
insolvent  Government  in  1812,  to  appropriate  funds  for  the  improvement  of  the 
shipping  facilities  of  Philadelphia  in  1831,  and  finally  to  provide  millions  in  his 
will  for  the  founding  of  an  institution — a  non-pareil  of  history.  Service  was  the 
compass  behind  the  helm. 

Girard  was  a  great  man ;  his  compass  could  only  lead  toward  greatness.  If  we 
adjust  our  needles  to  his  guiding  hand,  we  too,  each  in  his  own  line,  can  achieve 
distinction.  We  were  not  born  great ;  we  cannot  hope  to  have  greatness  thrust  upon 
us ;  but  we  can  utilize  the  limitless  opportunities  and  possibilities  made  fruitful  by 
the  firm  foundation  of  mind,  body,  and  soul  laid  within  the  College. 


Ours  is  to  do  or  die : 
Achieve  what  others  try, 

All  odds  and  wrongs  defy, 
No  help  or  love  deny. 


As  we  follow  the  gaze  of  our  Founder’s  all-seeing  eye  beyond  the  gates  into  the 
the  world  at  large,  we  should  recognize  that  we  are  there  to  live,  to  labor,  and  to 
serve  to  our  fullest  capacity.  If  we  continue  in  the  straight  and  narrow  path  that  he 
desires,  we  have  fulfilled  our  trust. 

To  do  so  we  must  literally  follow  the  needle  of  his  compass ;  we  must  maintain 
the  high  ideals,  the  habits  of  obedience,  of  cooperation,  of  loyalty,  of  service — 
those  qualities  propagated  into  our  make-up  by  our  training  in  Girard.  We  must 
keep  up  high  ideals  with  further  education;  we  must  obtain  obedience  by  rigidly 
observing  our  municipalities’  laws;  we  must  remain  cooperative  through  striving 
to  understand  everyone;  we  must  stay  loyal  by  standing  steadfast  in  our  habits  of 
thinking ;  we  must  always  furnish  service  by  grasping  opportunities  and  turning  to 
everybody  an  open  and  warm  heart.  Thus  securing  the  fundamentals  of  good 
citizenship,  we  shall  be  able  to  meet  the  drab  incidents,  the  sorrowing  moments,  and 
the  despairing  cuts  of  life  with  fortitude,  honesty,  and  intelligence. 

God  grant  that  when  we  return  to  the  College  before  our  days  are  done,  each 
may  pause  before  the  statue  and  sepulchre  of  our  great  benefactor  to  say,  “Stephen 
Girard,  thou  deliverest  unto  me  talents :  behold,  I  have  gained  beside  them  that 
many  more.”  And  he  with  his  beaming  smile  of  benevolence  should  answer, 
“Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant :  thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few 
things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over  many  things  :  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  lord.”
